New Delhi, the 5th September, 1984 

G.S.R. 654(E).—The following draft of certain 
rules to amend the Explosives Rules, 1983, which 
the Central Government proposed to make in exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred by sections 5 and 7 of 
the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), is hereby 
published as required by sub-section (1) of section 
t? of the said Act for the information of all persons 
lately to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft'will be taken into considera¬ 
tion on or after the expiry of 30 days from the 
ifcite of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gwwtfe. 


[Part IT—Snc. 3(i)] 


Any objection or suggestion which may be 
received from any person with respect to the said 
draft rules on or before the expiry of tfie period, 
so specified will be considered by ihe Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Explosives 
(Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

2. In the Explosives Rules, 1983— 

(1) In rule 155, in sub-rule (2), in sub-clause 

(ii) of clause (a), for the tigme and word 
“15 days”, the figure and word 
“3 months,” shall be substituted. 

(2) In rule 176, in sub-rule (13)— 

(a) in sub-clause (iv) of clause (a), after 

the word and figure “Rs. 5”, the 
brackets and‘words “(Free of charge to 
cultivators)”, shall be added; and 

(b) in sub-clause (ii) of clause (b), after Ihe 
word and figure “Rs, 5”. the brackets 
and words “(Free of charge 1 0 cultiva¬ 
tors)”, shall be added; 

(3) In rule 177, in sub-rule (2), in clause (iv;, 

after the word and figures “Rs. 10”, the 
brackets and words “(Free of charge to 
cultivators)”, shall be added; 

(4) In Form 23 of licence—■ 

(a) for die words “Free of charge", appeal¬ 
ing after the word “Fee” the words 
figures and brackets “Rs. 10 (Free of 

charge to cultivators)", shall be substi¬ 
tuted; and 

(b) In the Note, in the last line, for the 
figures and word “15 days”, the figure 

and word “3 months”, shall be substitu¬ 
ted. 

(5) In condition 11 of the licence in Form 23, 

for the words and figures “shall not 
exceed 5 Kg. of Class 2 and]or Class 
3 explosive?, 100 Nos. of detonators and 
200 metres of safety fuse”, the following 
words and figures shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“during the validity of ' licence shall not 
exceed 25 Kg. of Cla'.s 2 and|or class 
3 explosives, 500 nos. of detonators 
and 1000 metres of safety fuse provided 
that maximum quantity of explosives 
that may be kept at any one time shall 
not exceed 5 Kgs. of class 2 and|or 
class 3 explosives, 100 nos. of detona¬ 
tors and 200 metres of safety fuse.”
